At 10:00 o’clock Dr. II. M. H artm an 
and

inger, of Pittsburgh, as scarlet fever 
and ordered the young man moved to 
the college infirmary on the Academy 
campus. 


The case was reported immediately 
to David M. Grist, local health officer, 
who went to the college grounds for 
tile purpose of fum igating the room 
in 
South 
dormitory 
occupied 
by 
Fickinger and of placing that building 
under a seven day quarantine as was 
done in the previous case of Wilbur 
Gibson, 
of Indiana, 
who contracted 
scarlet fever on February sixth. 
Mr. Crist announcd this afternoon 
th a t he intended to give the college a I 
thorough examination and then report 
to the State Health D epartm ent at 
Harrisburg. 
If there are any evidences w hatever 
of the disease spreading it is extrem e­ 
ly likely th a t 
the State 
Health 
De­ 
partm ent will order the entire college 
quarantined as the case of Fickinger 
is the second to develop within eleven 
days.

The Allies, the 
note says, will abstain from interven­ 
tion in the procedure of that court. 


A fter stating that the Allies have 
carefully considered the German note 
of January 25, the reply says: "The 
powers observe in the lirst place, that 
Germany declares herself unable to 
Carry out the obligations imposed on 
her by Article 228 to 2*10 which she 
signed. 
They reserve to themselves 
the power to employ in such measure 
and form as they may judge suitable 
the rights accorded to them 
in 
this 
event by the treaty. 
"The Allies note, however, the G er­ 
man 
government’s 
declaration 
th at 
they are prepared to open before the 
Court of 
Leipsic penal 
proceedings 
without 
delay, 
surrounded 
by 
the 
most 
complete 
guarantees and 
not 
affected 
by the 
application 
of 
all 
judgments, procedure or previous de­ 
cisions 
of German civil or military 
tribunals before the Supreme Court 
a t Leipsic, against all Germans whose 
extradition the Allied and associated 
powers have intention to demand. 


"The 
prosecution which 
the G er­ 
man government itself proposes im­ 
mediately to institute in this m anner 
is compatible with Article 228 of the 
Peace T reaty and is expressly pro­ 
vided for at the end of the first p ara­ 
graph. 


"Faithful to the letter and spirit of 
the treaty, the Allies will abstain from 
intervention in any way in the pro­ 
cedure 
of the 
prosecution 
and the 
verdict in order to leave to the Ger­ 
man government complete and entire 
responsibility. 
They reserve to them ­ 
selves the right to decide by the re­ 
sults as to the good faith of Ger­ 
many, the recognition by her of the 
crimes she 
has committed 
and 
her 
sincere desire to associate herself with 
their punishment. 


"They will see whether the German 
government, who have declared them ­ 
selves unable to arrest 
the 
accused 
named on the above list to deliver 
them for trial to the Allies, are ac­ 
tually 
determined 
to 
judge 
them 
themselves. 
"A t the same time the Allies, in the 
pursuance of truth and justice, have 
decided to entrust to a mixed Inter­ 
allied 
Commission 
the task of 
col­ 
lecting, publishing and 
communicat­ 
ing to Germany details of the charges 
brought against each of those whose 
guilt shall have been established by 
their investigations. 


"Finally, 
the 
Allies 
would 
fo r­ 
mally emphasize th a t

“The powers reserve to themselves
